Washington, April 7.—(Special.)— 
The election of Senator Thomas §&. 
Martin, of Virginia, as chairman of the 
democratic caucus this afternoon, car- 
Frying with it the senate democratic 
leadership, was a victory for the con- 
servative wing in the senate and for 
Senator Bailey as opposed to the pro- 
gressive wing and William Jennings 
Bryan. 

Martin secured 21 votes 16 for 
Senator Benjamin F. Shiveley, of In- 
diana. The latter was later made vice 
chairman ang Senator William E. 
Chilton, of West Virg!inta, made secre- 
tary. :

leader has been in 
Washington almost continuously for 
the past week ang is understood to 
have strongly exerted himself to pre- 
vent Martin being elected. 

Southern democrats, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Smith, of South Caro- 
lina, voted for Martin. Senator Cul- 
berson, of Texas, who was leader two 
years ago and was also mentioned in 
this connection, also voted for Martin. 

Bacon Pleads for Harmony. 

The general impression that Culber- 
son and Bailey are not the best of 
friends made this something of a sur- 
prise... Another was the vote of Sena- 

of James O'Gorman, of New York, for 
Bhiveley, the progressive candidate. 

The new senator leaders will ap- 
point a patronage committee of nine 
members. Senator Bacon, after twelve 
years of service on this committee, de- 
clined to serve longer. The latter in 
making this announcement uttered a 
pda for hanmony that had good ef- 
fect. He said the committee should 
take care of all sections and all mem- 
bers so far as could possibly be done, 
while maintaining tne custom in 
gard to seniority of service. The state- 
ment of this veteran had good effect 
and the caucus broke up tn the best of 
good humor and amicable feeling was 
manifest all around. 

The expected long contest did not 
develop. Prior to the session the 
progressive democrats, as the follow- 
ers of William Jennings Bryan pre- 
fer to be designated, met in the office 
of Senator Owen to canvases the situa- 
tion. A number of them found them- 
selves tn an embarrassing position be- 
cause of pledges made many weeks 
ago that they would support Martin 
for the minority leadership. 

Martin's Flection Condeded. 

It was decided that the progressives 
shoula vote for Senator Newlands, of 
Nevada. as Senators Culberson, of 
Texas, and Stone, of Missouri, declined 
to become candidates. The plan was 
changed in caucus, however, when it 
was learned that Mr. Shiveley. who 
was the vice chairman under the 
leadership of Senator Money during 
the last congress, would not obiect to 
receiving the complimentary vote of 
those who would not vote for Mr. 
Martin. 

Several of the progressives after 
their conference conceded that Senator 
Martin cou!d no be defeated. Failure 
to upset his car Adacy was que partiv 
te his having b or{ginally brought 
out as the. candidate of the Bryan 
following. lied by Senagror Stone. to 
prevent the election of Senators Balley 
er Bacon. Both of these senatora 
were opposed by the progressives. It 
looked for a time that Mr. Martin 
would be elected unanimously, but Mr. 
Rrvyan wanted an out-and-out progres- 
sive named and frankly told some of 
the new democratic senators thex 
were throwing away their opportuni- 
ties. 

Mr. Martin was naminated bv 
tor Clarke, of Arkansas, and Senator 
Shiveley by Senator Kern, of Indiana.

One ofthe Worst Mine Disasters 
of the Scranton Mining 
Country, 


WOMEATeng THEIR HAIR 


AS BODIES ARE REMOVED 


Jos. Evans, in Charge of U. S. 
Mine Rescue Car, Among 
Those Who Perished--Govern- 
ment Expert Engineer Fatally 
Injured--Fire Started in Engine 
House 750 Feet From Surface. 


Scranton, Pa., April 7.—One of the 
most serious mine disasters of this 
section of mining country occurred to- 
day at the little village of Throop, a 
short distance from this city, when 
the lives of sixty men and boys were 
snuffed out. 

Among those known to have per- 
ished are Joseph Evans, who was in 
charge of the United States mine res- 
cue car; Isaac Dawe, a fire boss, and 
Walter Knight, a foreman. 

Evans’ death was the result of a de- 
fective oxygen-charged armor. Charles 
Enzian, the expert in general charge 
of the mine rescue work for the fed- 
eral government, was also overcome 
and is said to be in a critical condi- 
tion. 

Women Walled Mournfully. 

Up to a late hour tonight nearly 
two-score of bodies had been piled 
at the bottom of the shaft, but it was 
thought advisable not to bring them 
to the surface unil the crowg had 
dwindled. A temporary morgue had 
been erected at the opening to the 
mine and here were congregated hun- 
dreds of women and children, rela- 
tives of the men and boys who had 
been so suddenly snatched from them. 
There were pitiful children of tender 
years clinging to the skirts of their 
mothers, while older male members of 
the family sought to soften the an- 
guish of the distracted mothers and 
sisters. 

None of the bodies recovered was 
mutilated, death daubtless having 
been caused by inhaling flames and 
gases. The rescuers are pushing into 
the mine and it is thought all of the 
bodies will be recovered within a 
few hours. 

400 Men in Mine 

The fire starteq in an engine house 
at the opening of a slope 750 feet 
from the surface. There were 400 men 
in the mine when the fire started, 
about sixty of them in the workings 
into which the slope led. These sixty 
were at work in a “blind” tunne] at 
the end of the slope. 

Escape was blocked by fire, smoke 

and the generated gases possibly be- 
fore the men and boys realized their 
danger. The other men, scattered in 
different workings, got out by various 
exits. 
James Vickers, a fire boss, tried to 
get to the tunnel where he knew many 
men were at work. He could go only 
a short distance before he was forced 
to turn back and it was with difficulty 
he dragged himself through the smoke 
at the point of the fire. He said no 
man coul@ live five minutes .in the 
tunnel he had triedq to traverse. 

The United States mine rescue car 
stationed at Wuilkesbarre was sum- 
moned early in the afternoon and later 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern railroad hospital car and the Le- 
high Valley company’s mine rescue 
force from Wilkesbarre came to the 
ecene. 

Experts Explore Pit. 

The finding of three bodies led the 
rescuers to believe that no one was 
alive in the tunnel ang they renewed 
the attack on the burning area to 
reduoe the awful heat. When this 
work had proved somewhat effective. 
a corps of the expert rescue men, with 
the latest style rescue armor, pushed 
on into the slope and later came up 
on, several bodies strewn along the 
roadway. The bodies were carried to 
the foot of the shaft and stacked up 
in pties in the narrow space, to be 
taken out after nightfall. so some of 
the horror would be hidden from dis- 
tracted relatives of the victims.

Chihuahua City Has Feared At-

San Andres, Madero’s Camp, Near 
Chihuahua, Mexico, April 6, via Lare- 
do, Texas, April 7.—With every insut- 
recto provided with ammunition and 
ready for instant marching orders, the 
impression grows in camp that Made- 
ro’s objective is Chihuahua city. 

Giuseppe Garibaldi, a descendant of 
the Italian patriot and a veteran of 
many Central American revolutions, 
has just completed a reconnoitering 
expedition about the city. He found 
many of the houses in the outskirts 
of the city deserted, apparently on 
warning from the Mexican officials 
that all non-combatants shoulg seek 
safety in the city. 

Positions Picked for Guna, 

Crawling up almost within sight 
of the federa] outposts, Garibaldi pick- 
ed out possible positions from which 
to train guns on the city. The land 
near by is rolling, almost barren of 
verdure and filleqd with ravines and 
rocks which form natural  breast- 
works. Few people are allowed to 
venture out of the city, and these 
only with permission of Governor 
Ahumada. The  outgoers invariably 
stopped at the outposts. From with- 
in sight of the insurgent ranks the 
federal pickets may still be seen out- 
lined on the hilltops, 

Chihuahua has stood in fear of an 
attack for many days. Skirmishes in 
the environs..have. bDeem almost daily 
occurrences and the bringing of the 
dead insurrectos into the city as a 
warning has become a custom. 

Girl Slain in Massacre, 

News reached camp today of the at- 
tack at Aldama last Saturday, when at 
dawn the federal troops came upon the 
insurrectors and killed thirty, while 
they slept. The killing of eighteen non- 
combatants, including a girl, who out 
of curiosity had looked out of windows, 
was described by Madero as a mas- 
sacre. 

He declared, that he had become ac- 
customed to expect such tactics from 
the federals, and that it only served 
to enrage the insurrectos and make 
them less merciless when they fought. 

The country in which the ingsurrectos 
are scattered for miles is picturesque. 
[It lies between barren mountains, a 
rolling plain dotted by cacti, patches 
of mesquite brush and huge rocks. The 
insurrecto carries his ammunition, gun 
and entire equipment on his saddle, and 
at night tethers his horse and, gun in 
his arm, roils up in a blanket on the 
ground. Madero carries no tent, but 
usually camps near. a house on a 
hacienda. 

Much Activity in Madero’s Camp. 

Madero’s headquarters for several 
days has been the scene of much offi- 
cial activity. Garibaldi and other of- 
ficers have been in almost constant 
consultation. No one in camp believes 
that peace is in sight or that it will 
be before the insurrectos make fur- 
ther advances. Madero himself has not 
taken an optimistic view so far as im- 
mediate peace is concerned. The mes- 
sage of President Diaz created univer- 
sal joy among the ranks, as Madero 
said it was “a concession to an armed 
revolution,” and indicate da concilia- 
tory disposition on the part of the 
government. Madero repeated his as- 
sertion that he could not look upon 
the messages containing anything 
more than promises, “from a man who 
had never Kept his promises.” He be- 
lieved, however, that the promises now 
could never be withdrawn and the war 
would be fought out to enforce then. 

Madero's Ultimatum. 

What he declares to be his ulti- 
matum on the question of peace was 
delivered by Francisco Il. Madero, the 
While still insisting on 
country be given a new election, Senor 
Madero>-said in the interest of possible 
peace he was willing to make all per- 
sonal sacrifices and to that end would 
resign as “provisional president” and 
if necessary would allow a provisional 
president to be selected from President 
Diaz's cabinet. 

The tenor of Senor Madero’s inter- 
view was rather to discredit the pos- 
sibility of immediate peace. He said 
no peace overtures, whatever had been 
received by him either through his 
father or through any one else. He 
had received no messages on the sub- 
ject, nor did he intend to move camp 
toward the border or anywhere else 
with a view to receiving any peace 
commissioners. The report that his 
father was in El Paso and was prepar- 
img to enter the insurrecto country to 
see him, interested him, but would 
have no influence on his actions. 

It was the first formal interview 
Senor Madero had given since the com- 
plete text of President Diaz's message 
was received in camp. 

As ter the reforms promised in the 
message, Senor Madero dismissed them 
with a smile, saying the promises 
were no more than President 
Diaz had . previously given when 
by permission of beth the fed- 
eral authorities and the insur-

Washington, April 7.—(Special.)— 
Representative William Schley Howard 
has traineg his guns on the express 
monopoly, believing it is guilty of de- 
manding excessive toll fram the pub- 
lic for the service it performs and 
that it is responsible for blocking the 
way of the parcels post. His first 
bill, to be introduced on Monday, is 


aimed to correct this widespread 


abuse. 

Mr. Howard's bill is brief, but 
sweeping in its provisions. It is de- 
signed to create a general parcels post 
limited to 11 pounds. Going further, 
it will assert the government's mo-. 
nopoly in the carrying trade on all 
mailable matter with 
tions. In other words, the govern- 
ment is to qo the highly remunerative 
business that the express companies 
have heretofore been doing and from 
which they have derived a tremendous 


annual revenue. 
Solves Financial Problem. 

Instead of a postal deficit annually, 
Mr. Howard believes that under this 
system the postal service will show 
annually hereafter earnings running 
into the tens of millions.

Lawrenceville, Ga., April 8.—(Spe- 
cial. )—A mob of 200 masked men en- 
tered the Lawrenceville jail this morn- 
ing at 12:30 o'clock, secured Charlie 
Hale, the negro who yesterday as- 
saulted Mrs. C. C. Williams, one of the 
most prominent women in Gwinnett 
county, carried him to the principal 
business corner, strung him up to a 
telegraph pole and shot his body fulf 
of holes. ; 

The mob formed back of Williams’ 
livery stable, near the courthouse, and 
quietly proceeded to the jail, where 
Sheriff Garner was on guard. Before 
the sheriff knew what had happened 
he was overpowered and his keys 
taken. A small number went into the 
cell and brought out the negro, who > 
had previously confessed his deed. The 
mob then marched the negro just in 
front of the Brown Banking and Trust 
Company, where the rope was thrown 
over a@ cross-arm. The black was 
soon drawn up and the fusillade of 
shots rang out on the midnight air. 

No member of the mob was recog- 
nized, and no arrests have been made. 

Am. Atrocious Crime. 

Hale paid the penalty for one of the 
most atrocious afid shocking crimiral 
assaults in the history of the state. 

The a8sault occurred at the home of 
the victim, just one mile north of Law- 
renceville. Yesterday morning C. C. 
Williams, who is paralyzed in both 
arms, informed his wife, in the hearing 
of the negro, that he was going into 
town to attend to some business, and 
would not return before late in the 
afternoon. 

Just after dinner Mrs. Williams was 
engaged in some household duties 
when Hale slipped in the house and 
attacked her.

HOUSE MINORITY. 
WAXES RED HOT 


Action of Democrats Is 
Termed Brutal. 


| 
Washington, April 7.—The first for- 


mal conference of republican’ house 
leaders, including representatives of 
the insurgent portion of the party, was 
held this afternoon. It followed a re- 
fusal of the democrats to give up any 
more committee places to the repub- 
licans or to restore the proportion that 
has heretofore existed between the two 
parties in the committee assignments. 
After the conference Mr. Mann gave 
out a statement bitterly arraigning 
what he called the “unfair, arbitrary 
and brutal action” of the democrats in 
“trampling the rights of the minority.” 

A lively republican fight to take aéd- 
vantage of every parliamentary privi- 
lege to make things hat on the floor is 
promised. 

Mr. Mann submitted the situation to 
the conférence of leaders this after- 
noon, and asked whether he should not 
refuse entirely to name committees on 
the limited basis of representation 
given by the democrats. It was deter- 
mined to go ahead with the selection 
of republicans members. Mr. Mann 
stated after the conference that abso- 
lute fairness would be shown the in- 
surgents in the arrangements. 

Says Democrats Use “Brute Force.” 

In his statement Mr. Mann asserted 
the democratic members of the ways 
and means committee had adopted the 
policy of making a majority of seven 
on the principal committees whereas 
a dominant party never claimed more 
than six majority. 

Said he: 

“The democrats ,begin their opera- 
tions by trampling the fair rights of 
the minority under foot by brute force. 
The republicans cannot prevent the ap- 
plication of the force of numbers by 
the democrats, but they can object to 
these things which are ordinarily done 
by common consent. The spirit of fair 
dealing from the outset. having been 
set aside by the democrats they must 
not expect to receive many favors from 
the minority. Having in view the pres- 
ent attitude of the democratic caucus 
toward the minority, I apprehend that 
the unanimous consent calendar in this 
congress may not be of much value.” 

Republican Demand Refused. 

In the conference today were Repre- 
sentatives Cannon, Payne, Hill, McCall, 
McKinley, Currier and others of the 
republican leaders, and Representatives 
Cooper, Nelson and Lenroot, of Wis- 
consin; Madison, of Kansas, and Ghod 
and Haugen, of Iowa, representing the 
insurgent element. 

The demand for more committee 
places was presented to Chairman Un- 
derwood yesterday, and taken under 
consideration by the ways and means 
committee. The refusal of the com- 
mittee to give more places was com- 
municated to Mr. Mann this morning, 
and resulted in the summoning of re- 
publican leaders for the conference this 
afternoon. 

Mr. Mann announced today that: in 
making up the committees the former 
republican rule would be followed of 
not appointing to the rules committee 
any of the ranking members of the 
more important committees. He 
further stated that none of the minor- 
ity members of the appropriations 
committee would be placed on other 
committees.

weighing as much as eleven pounds. 
This eleven-pound package to a for- 
eign country will cost you $1.30. If you 
send that eleven-pound package from a 
point in this country to another point 
in this country, you will pay $1.76, and 
you will have to break it up into three 
packages, no one of them weighing 
more than four pounds. 

Almost every foreign country has a 
parcels post, and it is known in Wash- 
ington that the influence which has 
prevented the enactment of such a law 
tn this country has ben exercised by 
the express companies. They have piled 
up enormous profits so that, besides 
paying annual dividends on heavily- 
watered stock, they have, in addition, 
deciared stock and cash dividends. in 
some cases from 100 to 300 per cent at 
a time.

How badly some 
sane mettad of regulating the evil of 
“nassing on” is needed, is shown by 
an instamce given by Mary E. Rich- 
mond in The Survey.

Workman’s Lot Under Scien- 


tific Management. 

“The men in shops under scientific 
management are well satisfied. A sym- 
pathetic strike was called to aid the 
trolley car motormen and conductors 
in Philadelphia in 1910. A certain fac- 
tory running under scientific manage- 
ment,” says James Mapes Dodge, of 
the Link Belt Company, in The Survey, 
“was surrounded by four other estab- 
lishments. Three of the four lost 
about one-half of their men through 
the sympathetic strike and in the 
fourth all went out. In the shop run- 
ning under scientific management just 
one man quit work. 

“Now, this was no accident, but is 
because the very best friends that the 
workmen have under scientifiCc man- 
agement are their employers. Former- 
ly we would tell a man we would give 
him 10 cents for a certain piece of 
work. Then if he reduced his time so 
that he could make two, we would re- 
duce the rate to 5 cents. But we wer? 
getting twice as much work from ths 
same floor space and fixed expenses 
for the same money while the men had 
not been getting any more pay. 

“We adopted a new rule which was 
that a rate once set must not be re- 
duced unless the shape of the piece 
or the tool or method by which it is 
made was changed, and that a ma‘ 
should be paid when he did hfs work. 
It was a hard dose to swallow, for 
sometimes men made twice or three 
times the wages they would have 
worked for gladly by the day. Once 
in a while when I went among them, a 
man would call out, “Well, I got you 
going today.’ ‘How? ‘I made $18 to- 
day.’ ‘Good, you might take me to the 
theater tonight.’ ‘All right, boss, I 
will.’ ”

Fire a Disease ‘Epidemic in 
Buildings. 
(Peter Joseph McKeon in 

The neglect of the fire danger is 
widespread. A campaign against fire 
should be waged, just as there is a 
campaign against tuberculosis. Fire 
is a-disease which is epidemic in all 
buildings and which will yield only 
to the same treatment which has been 
successful with other diseases. Edu- 
cation is the first step. 

The same conditions which existed 
in the New York factory building, 
which killed women ang girls, can be 
found in many other buildings. Many 
of the people who are indignantiy 
asking who are responsible for this 
loss of life are probably maintaining 
buildings equally as dangerous. Their 
own homes indeed, are, in nine case 
out of ten, personal death traps. If a 
man does not protect his home and his 
family, is he likely to protect his fac- 
tory and his employees? 

Some improvement can be secured 
by legislation. If theaters and tene- 
ments can effectively be safeguarded, 
s0 can factories. 
have to be baseqg on sound principles 
of fire safety and will have to take 
heed of what fire prevention science 
has already established as necessary 
precautions. They will have to set 
standards for new constructions and 
they will have to recognize the 
changed demands which changed oc- 
cupancy, processes and populations 
make on structures. 

Responsibility for the enforcement 
of the law must be centered inescap- 
ably upon a public agency commission- 
ed and equipped to carry out its full 
purpose.

The inference left was that there were 
probably some shipments on the way 
which might not reach the city before 
the reports would be made to the po- 
lice. 

Another inquiry about when the or- 
dinance would-go into effect, it is said, 
came|from members of one of the city 
departments who said they had order- 
ed a lot of whisky shipped in bulk 
which wag to be divided out among the 
“boys” after it was received. The 
amount was'far in excess of three gal- 
lons and it was “still on the way.” ‘

in council is that for once the prohi- 
bitionists and the near beer gpeople

S |GENERAL DIAZ SHALL RE 
SAYS MADERO IN ULTIMATUM 


San Andres, Madero’'s Camp, Near 
Chihuahua, Mexico, April. 7.—Seated 
beneath a bower of apple blossoms in 
the patio of the great palace where 
he has éstablished his headquarters, 
Senor Madero dictated his ultimatum 
today. After reading it over care- 
fully. he said it might be accepted as 
a definite expression of his views. 
The statement follows: 


“I know the great damage which the 
war is doing to the country,-and if it 
were possible by negotiations to settle 
the war I would be pleased, though 
it should be necessary to ake some 
concessions from each side. I am dis- 
posed to make all personal conces- 
sions and I will ask only the neces- 
sary guarantees to have a new elec- 
tion perfectly free and open to every 
voter. 

“I will not consider as a guarantee 
the promises of General Diaz, because 
he has never fulfilled his previous 
promises. To have peace in Mexico, it 
is absolutely essential that General 
Diaz shall retire. In such case a pro- 
visional president will have to be se- 
lected by both sides. It is not neces- 
sary that I or amy of my friends shall 
be chosen. I would accept as pro- 
visional president a member of the 
Diaz army if chosen by both these 
Sides and if we are granted the right 
to select a few provisional governors. 

“This to ws means great concessions, 
which we will make to settle the war. 
if the ambitions of General Diaz 
oblige us to continue the war, I am 
sure very soon we shall be victorious, 
and it will be better for the country 
in the end to have all my program 43- 
veloped because that will mean a 
most radical change. 

“When I left the United States there 
was no talk of peace negotiations, for 
which reason I did not name any 
peace commissioners. 

“Notwithstanding that it is natural 
that my father and friends have taken 
advantage of the first opportunity to 
consider the matter, I approve their 
efforts because I consider them patri- 
ots. If any peace negotiations were 
actually opened I undoubtedly would 
appoint my father as one of the com- 
missioners. 

“If we are described in the United 
States as ‘being unfriendly to law 
and order I wish to tell you that in 
war we attempt to be kind and con- 
siderate. We pay no salaries to any 
one, but to the famrites of all those 
fighting in our. ranks we distribute 
food and supplies. All of the land 
we have taken has immediately been 
subject to civil government.” 

Completing his statement, Senor 
Madero was interrupted often by the

“President Diaz's message arouses 
one’s risibility,” he said. “It wlll have 
no influence on us. It probably will 
be thought that now when we have 
all our demands promised we will show 
only selfish ambition if we continue, 
but those promises are just what we 
heard before. If the people will un- 
derstand how often we have been 
promised, they will not accuse us 
selfishness. Especially do I wish it 
understood that I am not fighting for 
personal aggrandizement. I would 
sacrifice myself and everything I pos- 
sess for the g0od of the country. 

“We intend it as no affront to the 
Uniteg States when we say we care 
for no foreign interference: This is a, 
family matter. Far different condi- 
tions prevailed when Russia and Ja- 
pan sent peace commissioners to your 
country and when at Portsmouth Mr. 
Roosevelt helped settle the difficulty. 
Two countries had been at war and it 
was feasible to have a third one medi- 
ate. But here we are a people of one 
country divided against the other. We 
desire peace as much as any one, but 
we have not and will not retrench 
from our just demands.” 

Diaz Will Not Accept. 

Mexico City, April 7.—Franciseo I. 
Madero’s proposition to resign from 
the “provisional presidency” in favor 
of some member of the Diaz cabinet 
came to government 0offictals as a 
distinct surpfise. ~When the news was 
transmitted to Minister of Finance 
Iimantour by an Associated Press 
correspondent it elicited no comment 
but a request to call on hm tomorrow. 
Similar answers were given at the 
homes of other officials: Mone was 
prepared to make a statement nor 
could a statement be obtained at the 
home of the president. 

Unless all members of the cabinet 
and possibly with’ the support of con- 
gress itself, should agree to Madero's 
terms, there is but one man in the 
republic who can answer the _ rebel 
leader and that ig the president him- 
self. That the members of the cabi- 
net would go that far in the road 
toward peace is not to be expected and 
it is expected equally inconceivable 
that General Diaz would accede to 
Madero’s plan for a provisional presi- 
dent chosen from the cabinet. 

No admission was made by any of- 
ficial today that any direct overtures 
of peace had been made to Madero.

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TESTIMONY FADED 
HW MILLER TRIAL 


Fraudulent Bills of Lading 
For 32,520 Bales of 
Cotton Found. 


Aberdeen, Miss., April 7.—The taking 
of testimony in the individual trial of 
J. H, Miller, who with his fellow mem- 
bers of the bankrupt cotton firm of 
Miller & Co. is charged with 
the circulation of bogus bills of lading 
through the mails, ended abruptly this 
afternoon. 

When court adjourned for the day 
arguments had been half completed 
and it is anticipated that the case will 
be in the hands of the jury tomorrow 
night. 

Immediately after the noon recess 
the attorneys for the government un- 
expectedly announced their testimony 
concluded. Even more of a surprise 
followed when the defense announced 
that no evidence would be presented. 

Assistant District Attorney J. A. 
Stone Opened the argument jfor the 
prosecution and was followed by E. 
W. Godbey, of Decatur, Ala. for the 
defense. Tomorrow morning D. W. 
Houston will conclude for the defense 
and Mr. Stone for the government. 

Besides Miller, C. H. G. Linde, L. C. 
Steele and J. H. McKnight are charged 
with;implication in the alleged misuse 
of the mails. Miller secured a sever- 
ance, and his trial began Tuesday. 
Linde and Steele, as witnesses for the 
prosecution, declared that the govern- 
ment’s charge was, true, but charged 
Miller with having engineered the 
transaction. They declared they knew 
nothing of irregular dealings until tHe 
firm was deeply involved.

Government Wins Its First 
Case in Chicago 
Fight. 


Chicago, April 7.—The United States 
government today won its first case 
in the fight it has begun to drive out 
of Chicago a ring of Italian black- 
mailers, known as members of the 
“Black Hand’’ and said by the police 
to be responsible for nearly fifty 
dynamite outrages and a score of 
murders. 

Gianni Alongi was found guilty of 
uSing the mails in sending threatening 
letters. Judge K. M. Landis and Post- 
office Inspector James E. Stuart both 
received threats of death should Alon- 
Zi be convicted. 

Alongi was accused of having writ- 
ten threatening letters to Carmilo 
Marsala, a meat dealer in the north- 
west sideltalian section near “Death 
Point,” where many explosions and 
murders have occurred. .Marsala re- 
fused to pay the tribute demanded ang 
five bombs were exploded near his 
shop before Alongi was arrested. 

Extraordinary efforts were made to 
prevent the conviction of Alongi. In- 
mediately after his trial began Judge 
Landis received g letter signed ‘Black 
Hand" and threatening death if the 
Italian should be found guilty. Secret 
service men placed a strong guard 
about the United States judge‘and his 
office was watcheg constantly by de- 
tectives. In spite of this, the guards 
discovered the next day that a bomb 
had been placed under his desk. The 
bomb was harmless, but officials said 
it probably was placed there to show 
the ability of the writer of the letter 
to overcome the precautions of the 
government detectives.

MACVEAGH ATTACKS. 
CIVIL WAH PENSIONS 


Patriotic Aspects Lost, De- 
clares Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 7.—The civil 
war pension list was attacked by 
Franklin MacVeagh, secretary of the 
treasury, in an address at the opening 


ing of the American Academy of Po- 
litical and Social Science here today, 
when he advocated a civil service pen- 
sion for government employees. 

“We have an enormous civil war pen- 
sion list which is not a credit to us,” 
he said. It has lost its patriotic as- 
pects, and has become a political list, 
costing the government about one.hun- 
dred and sixty million dollars per year. 
“Outside of that, we have pensions of 
a retiring list only for army and navy 
officers, the supreme court and the pub- 
lic health service. The whole civil list 
is left without any protection or con- 
sideration. It is necessary that a pen- 
sion list be established for the civil 
employees for the sake of the govern- 
ment benefit. We hear a lot about 
economy and efficiency in the govern- 
ment service. I have tried to promote 
them myself, but am hampered in my 
efforts to promote economy through 
efficiency because of this very lack of 
retiring list. 

“We cannot throw these old men and 
women out on the streets. Thérefore, 
we keep them even after their efficien- 
cy has deteriorated.” 

Charles Nagel, secretary of com- 
merce and labor, presided at the eve- 
ning session when “industrial accidents 
in the United States and their preven- 
tion” was the topic discussed: 

Mr. Nagel, in his opening address. 
dwelt on the unreasonable percentage 
of industrial accidents, and said that 
while he is a believer in individualism, 
there is a point where the individual 
cannot protect himself and the state 
must step in and protect him. 

Miss Mabel T. Boardman, member of 
the executive committee of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, who was the next 
speaker, told of the work accomplished 
by that society, and the stress laid upon 
the importance of the prevention Ol ac- 
cidents. .

and the friendship was unbroken until] 
the death of the former. 

When the war closed he returned to 
Georgia, and married Miss Henrietta 
Partridge, of Upson county. 

In 1869 he moved to Atlanta, and had 
lived here ever since. As a teacher of 
music and a member of Wurm’'s or- 
chestra, Professor Spahr became very 
well known in the city. Hundreds ,of 
the business men and society women 
of the city have been his pupils, and 
all love and revere his memory. 

For the past teh years he had been 
living quietly at home, instructing a 
few pupils, but without playing in 
public. 

He ts survived by his wife and three 
children—Miss Fannie Spahr and Her- 
man and George Spahr. 

The funeral will be held under the 
supervision of the Masons, of which 
Professor Spahr was a member. this 
afternoon, at 3 o'clock, in Bloomfield- 
Burkett'’s chapel.

Now that citizéns who are forced to 
visit the police station are given joy 
rides in swell automobile patrols, it 
becomes an interesting bit of history 
to relate something about the first 
Black Maria that was used in Atlanta 
to convey prisonerg to the lock-up. 

The old vehicle, slightly remodeled 
and several times overhauled and re- 
painted, can still be seen at the police 
barracks every morning and afternoon. 
It is used to convey city convicts from 
the barracks to the stockade farm after 
they have been sentenced. It is a large, 
heavy, cumbersome old vehicle and is 
drawn by two horses, has one door 
at the rear for the ingress and egress 
of prisoners, and a narrow slit with 
fron bars at the top for fresh air, 
which is greatly needed when it is oc- 
cupied. 

Up to the year 1885 Atlanta had no 
Black Maria or patrol wagon at all. 
In those old times when a policeman 
made an arrest he either pushed, pull- 
ed or dragged the prisoner to the lock- 
up, or, if too far away for that, a dray 
would be pressed into service. There 
are a few policemen on the force to- 
day who remember what a difficult 
task it was twenty-six years ago to 
get a prisoner to the police station. 
The police board in 1885 became pro- 
gressive and had a Black Maria built. 
It was closed in all around and on top, 
with a step and a door in the back. 
like an omnibus. There were small 


windows for ventilation, and _ inside 
were nice cushion seats. It was soon 
found that the cushion seats would be 
torn out by prisoners, and the seats 
were discarded. The officer did not 
ride inside the Black Maria, but-stood 
on the rear step.. The door was Kept 
closed with an iron bar. 

Atlanta’s first Black Maria was a 
great sight and much more of an at- 
traction than are the fine auto patrol 
wagons of today. Whenever it appear- 
ed on the street people stopped and 
looked at it and wondered who was 
on the inside. 

After the old Black Maria had been 
used some eight or ten years it was 
discarded, as the police board became 
more progressive and inaugurated the 
light, open patrol wagons. The one 
great fault with those wagons was that 
they had no tops, and either gave the 
prisoners a wood chance to escape or 
soaked them with rain or froze them 
in winter. 

The body of the auto patrols are 
very much in construction like the old 
Black Maria. They are closed in all 
around and on top, and afford prison- 
ers protection from the gaze of peo- 
ple on the streets and from rain and

At the hearing Thursday the com- 
mission had both sides of the case ably 
and thoroughly presented. Attorneys

unturned in its presentation. They de- 
veloped every detail that would shed 
one ray of light on the case.

GEORGIA AND THE NATIONAL DEMOCRACY. 

Does the democratic party in Georgia belong to the same 
political faith as the democratic party in the nation? 

The question must be answered within a few weeks, and the 
answer rests with the democratic state executive committee of 
this state. co | 

The first plank in the platform formulated by the democratic 
congressional caucus is election of United States senators by the 
people. 

Recognition of the national and non-partisan demand of the 
people for the right to vote for their senators moved the democracy 
to give this measure the importance of priority. 3 

In the meantime—what of Georgia? 

The ruling democratic body of the state that gave popular 
election its first great national impetus continues silent regarding 
the right of the people to vote for the candidates for the four-year 
unexpired term of the late Senator A. S. Clay. 

The nagonal organization has scathingly repudiated the legis- 
lative juggle for selecting senators. The official Georgia organi- 
zation now threatens to foist. that method on the ‘state for the 
election of a senator for a term twice as long as a governor or 
representative. ‘ , 

Is democracy in Georgia to stultify itself, while democracy 
in the nation faces its greatest and most hopeful opportunity in 
sixteen years? . 

The committee yet has time to save the state and national 
democracy from this disgrace. 

If each member will adopt the patriotic and non-partisan at- 
titude of Pleasant Stovall, there is yet hope that the state will not 
enter the next presidential campaign with a record of betraying 
a primary democratic principle.

NO DEMOCRATIC ‘ALDRICHISM.”’ 


_ It is next to impossible to credit a report from Washington 
representing the democrats as contemplating the adoption of the 
strategy of “Aldrichism.” 

The story runs that the house democrats have fixed upon the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement as a club to coerce the republicans 
into line regarding general tariff revision. |

After that may comé general tariff revision, the way for which 
will have been admirably paved by the approval of the Canadian 
convention. ee . 

It was the attack, all along the line, upon “Aldrichism” that 
won the election for the democrats last November. 

It was the repudiation of “Aldrichism,”’ and everything of 
intrigue and- legislative bartering for which it stands, that en- 
throned the democrats in power. 

But. they are only partially in power, and their tenure of au- 
thority is only a probationary one. 

Should they so soon reverse themselves upon an issue against 
which the entire country has been so lately in revolt, their chances 
for 1912 would start toward the vanishing point. 

The Constitution has confidence that the preponderance of 
party wisdom will avoid so palpable a pitfall.

“LYNCH POLITICAL LAW.” 


Cutrent terminology is indebted to President Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, of Columbia University, for a phrase that accurately 
describes a tendenty that needs to be scourged from public life in 
America. President Butler denounced as “lynch political law” the 
demagogic practice of unscrupulous misrepresentation of opponents. 

His strong expressions, as follows, are worthy the attention of 


the conscientious citizen: 

We have been having in this country for some time past what is known as 
lynch political law. All sorts of political reputations have been assassinated, 
all sorts of political murders have been committed by what is practically a 
process of lynch law, through lack of capacity to discriminate the highly sea- 
soned rumor the truth of which might be ascertained through investigation. 

Probably no state or statesman of importance has escaped the 
virulence of this particular brand of catch-penny campaigning. 

Condemnation-by-fiat is a favorite resort with the politician who 
wants for substantial material against his antagonist, and who seizes 
upon the first convenient device with which to lash prejudice or sup- 
port] misrepresentation. 

The practice has thrived.in the past because of the inertia of 
the average voter who had, often, neither time nor opportunity to 
acquaint himself with facts and issues and who reached his conclu- 
sions along the line of least resistance. 

There is an “easiest way” in politics, as in life, though it does 
not make for the betterment of citizenship or statecraft. 

The optimistic observer can, however, see evidences of distinct 
improvement.

SHOCKED BY EXPLOSION 


Bomb Tossed Under Basement 
Door Jars Entire Neigh- __, 
borhood. 


New York, April 7.—“What’s that?’ } 
exclaimed the Tenderloin, with one 
voice this morning, and rushed to the 
street. Some one had exploded a 
bomb in front of the basement door at 
No. 131 West Forty-fifth street, be- 
tween Sixth avenue and Broadway, in 
the very center of the all-night dis- 
trict, set thick with chop houses, lob- 
ster palaces ~and hotels. It was 5

The terrific report jarred the whole 
neighborhood for fifteen blocks. The 
force of the explosion blew in the 
basement doors of the building and 
shattered all the windows.

WILL BE FINED

Chairman of Special Council 
Committee Will Have 
Ordinance Framed. 


That the city should fust as soon 
as possible have a law fixing baggage 
rates was the unanimous opinion of a 
special committee of council which . 
met yesterday afternoon. 

Chairman Stoy, who has been giv- 
ing the question of rates much study 
and who is thoroughly in earnest aboat 
having am ordinance on baggage rates 
adopted by the council, said: 

“There are many Teasons why the 
rates should be fixed by law at once. 
In the'first place there is a public 
demand for legal rates, and in the sec- 
ond place we are about to publish a 
new city code and the rate law shoulda 
have a place in it. I am-going right 
ahead and haye an ordinance framed 
and then submit it to the other mem- 
bers of the committee. We have held 
two meetings and failed both times to 
get all the members present. The 
matter that this committee has been 
appointed to act upon is too impor- 
tamt to be further delayed.” 

Councilman Sisson, a member of the 
committee, said he was willing for 
the chairman to go ahead and have 
an ordinance, framed along the lines 
which had been discussed. 

It is probable that there may be a 
few slight alterations in the present 
ordinance On cab rates, which seem to 
be satisfactory. On the matter uf 
baggage rates there will be a new or- 
dinance which will fix the rates with 
a minimum of 25 cents, probably, with- 
in the mile and a half limit. Then 
there will be increases according to 
the distance the baggage is hauled. 

The Atlanta Baggage and Cab Com- 
pany is as anxious, it states, as the

‘MILLIONAIRE BREWER 
GIVES HIMSELF UP 


Ellis Wainwright Faces Charge 
of Bribery in St. Louis 
Courts. 


St. Louis, April 7.—Ellis Wainwright, 
a millionaire brewer, who way in Eu- 
rope when he was indicted in 1901 on 
a charge of bribery in connection with 
a street railway franchise, surrendered 
today to the sheriff. He was released 
on $20,000 bond. 

Wainwright was abroad when former 
Circuit Attorney J. W. Folk, who later 
became governor, began probing the 
bribery scandals in St. Louis. He was 
one of the directors of the St. Louis 
and Suburban Railroad Company, whose 
names, it is alleged, were signed to 
notes for $135,000 to secure the pas- 
sage of a franchise bill. Wainwright 
continued to reside in Paris. 

Efforts were made by Folk to extra- 
dite him, but they were unsuccessful, 
and Wainwright's friends have tried 
to get the indictment nolle prossed. 

The indictment was returned on the 
testimony before the grand jury of 
Charles H. Turner, former president of 
the Suburban railway, now dead. The 
transcript of the testimony has been 
kept in a safe deposit vault.

In every city the cry of regret for 
the mistakes of the past is heard. But 
what of a city built on the hills—a city 
of sunshine and sea-given breezes, 
swept clean by fire, to be built anew 
in this twentieth century? Surely the 
builders would grasp their unrivaled 
opportunity. What is San Francisco's 
reply—a city of small homes, a city of 
gardens? No. A city of tenements. 

Looking back to April 17, 1906, one 
sees whole districts covered with small 
houses, vine-clad, fragrant with flow- 
ers.- On April 18, the fire swept tie 
city, and before a month had passed 
the builders were at work. Fast they 
built. Shelter was needed, expediency 
and desire for gain were paramount, 
and they smoking ruins were covere(l 
with poorly constructed buildings, sev- 
eral families crowding into a space 
adequate for one. 

In less than a year thoughtful men 
and women realized that San Fran- 
cisco was face to face with a housing 
problem and that no law existed to 
check the increasing abuses. In spite 
of municipal indifference and corrup- 
tion a tenement house ordinance based 
on the New York law, was /passed in 
1907. <a 

The New York reformers obtained all 
that was possible for their great city, 
where land values are so high and 
vested interests so entrenched, but the 
meager allowances for light and air 
conceded for the crowded metropolis 
should not have been the model for 
the small city accustomed to wide 
Spaces and generous gardens. Yet 
even these Limted restrictions were 
soon. evaded, and the ordinance was 
fiercely opposed by speculative build- 
ers and property holders. 
the earn- 
ing capacity of a small lot covered by 
a three family building in place of the 
former cottage, have induced much or- 
the rapid rebuilding of San Francisco.

Mary Garden is one great big vitali- 
ty; the primitive woman, so startling, 
so convincing by her own natural 
force as even to take and hold a place 
on the concert stage—that standard of 
highly evolved expression—and al- 
most to persuade people she has. a 
right there. 

She sang at the Orpheum last night, 
ang her performance was fascinating. 
It would have made comparatively 
little difference whether she sang or 
not. It was the woman who wae in- 
teresting, and she would have been 
equally so, whatever had been her 
allegweq specialty. 

But she can sing, and she sings as 
if it ‘were spontaneous, as if there 
were the need for expression within 
her, and it must come out. For that 
reason it is itn her moments of full 
fervor that she is at her best. She is 
most evidently not the type of artist 
to sit down patiently day after day 
to perfect her technique and refine 
the quality of her tone But she can 
sing, and she has naturally the dra- 
matic sense, ang the power of artistic 
abandon, which ig popularly more ef- 
fective, as a rule, than artistic con- 
trol.

“If Rochester seems to have been 
receiving more than its share of pub- 
licity in recent months, the reason,” | 
says Charles Mulford Robinson in The!

“A novel and striking illustration of} 


this is in the publication of a Roches- 
ter Song Book.

“In Rochester, where the ‘public 
scheols are used evenings by im- 
mense civic .or neighborhood clubs, 
there is perhaps a greater demand for 
this sort of book than in other cities 
of like size. The songs vary a good 
deal in musical anl. literary quality, 
but there can be no doubt that the 
compilation is calculated to increase 
increase local pride and affection for 
the city. No one, for instance, can 
read the words of the Songs of the 
Genesee without being impressed by 
the part which Rochester's river plays 


in the lives and hearts of the people.

Hunting Seal and Polar Bear. 

Most people have in mind a picture of 
dog-team traveling in Alaska; a man 
sitting, bundled up in furs, in a:sleigh, 
cracking along whip behind a string of 
dogs. Such a sight is never seen—ex- 
cept in drawings by artists who never 
saw Alaska. A good dog-musher is a 
good foot-racer. You are dressed ac- 
cording to the temperature and the gait 
you are running with your team. It’s 
as dangerous to dress too warm as it is 
not to have enough on. Your usual full 
dress for traveling or hunting consists 
of the folliwing garments: Beginning 
with a suit of heavy woolen underwear, 
you put ona — of woolen stockings, 
next a pair of sealskin or deerskin 
pants (some men use blanket-lined 
overalls); next you slip on a pair of 
socks that reach a little over your an- 
kles, made of deerskin (fur inside) or 
sheepskin; next a pair of Eskimo boots 
called mucklucks, made of sealskin or 
reindeerskin; then you put on a 
sweater; next a light fur blouse with a 
hood, usualy made of squirrel or fawn, 
fur inisde. This is called aparka or 
artega. Over this comes a like gar- 
ment, but made of heavier fur, such as 
deerskin or muskrat, fur outside; over 
this again a white linen or drill parka 
to keep the snow from blowing into 
the fur, Which will melt and rot it. A 
knit woolen, or very light, fur cap com- 
pletes the outfit. You can readily see 
you have here a combination of gar- 
ments that will allow quick interchange 
to suit the conditions you meet on the 
trail. Much of the time, of course, you 
will not need all of the parkas.—Capt.
